is on foot in the city, according to 
Therrien, who was asked to sign a 
petition that is being circulated for 
Monette'e release. 

“As a good citizen of Montreal,” 
states Therrien, who still bears the 
marks of the shots and in whose head 
one of the bullets from Monette’s gun 
remains today, ‘I demand that I be 
protected,” 

Therrien appeared before Clerk Cor- 
riveau, of the crown and peace, this 
afternoon, and made a deposition to 
the effect that he protested against 
the lfberation of Monette, because his 
life had been threatened by the con- 
vict.

The 
arrivals have settled themselves a 
section of the city which they eccupy &1- 
most to the exclusion of other nationali- 
tles, and have opened their own restau- 
rante clubs, saloons and theatres, Some 
of the Russians are wealthy, but most of 
them are penniless, ’ 

The police have found them a problem 
as they ineist upon their own customs, 
and have little commerce with the Ger- 
mans. The greatest difficulty is found in 
compelling the immigrants to observe the 
one o'clock closing regulations. They 
fo'tlow the Russian custom of beginning 
dinner after midnight and continuing their 
eating and drinking until daylight.

RICE PREPARATIONS, | 


Rice ig a starch food, containing 
less mineral ash, protein, and fat than 
modt other cereals, It !» therefore 
not a: food to be used alone as the 
ataple of the diet, but must be supple- 
mented with protein and vitamine 
foods, milk, eggs, frean vegetables, 
and cheese. It is digestible, being as 
completely aswimilated as other 
cereals, relatively cheap, and an ex: 
cellent aid to variety and palatabilty 
in a genera) diet, 

Polished rice as we have it has had 
the bran and germ removed, Brown, 
or unpolished rice has more of the 
{mportant nutrients and a _ richer 
flavor, but does not keep so well, ani 
hence is not commonly to be found 
on our market. Only a consistent de- 
mand on the pert of us women will 
bring fH into use Nke other semi-per- 
‘shable foods. , 

But polished rice, if used with 
plenty of other foods rich in vita: 
mines and proteins, is still an excel- 
lent fuel food, rich tn starch, Tt 
sould be used as @ supplement, not 
as a substitute, for other foods. 

In marketing, rice is coated with 
small proportions of glucose and talc 
to make it whiter @nd more luatrow. 
If the rice js properly washed through 
several waters before ‘being cooked, 
as jt should be, this coating je prae- 
tieally all removed and therefore 
does no harm. Yet we might ‘have a 
cheaper rice supply and quite as 
good, if we did not wleh it so white 
and lustrous, Cheap grades of rice} 
are by no means inferior in nttritive 
value 4a.the others of Miner appear- 
ance, and’ all grades of rice need to 
be thoroughly washed, 

Mice should not be served with! 
potatoes, as both are starch foods, 
Yet rice is not an adequate substitute 
for potatoes for continuous use, be- 
cause potatoes have both vitamines 
and mineral ash lacking to rice. 

Rice should be well cooked, each 
grain made perfectly soft yet distinct. 
To appreciate rice, we should eat ‘: 
in a Chinese restaurant, where jt is 
really/cooked to perfection, and can 
be eaten even without salt, aa the 
Chinese prefer it.

(Private Exchange poh att Depts.) | An Unworthy Bird. 
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Abolish the Militia? 

A proposal was made in Parlia- 
ment the other day that the vote 
for militia training should be cut 
down to $300,000. It might as 
well have been proposed to cut 
out the item altogether so far as 
results go. If the resolution had 
been adopted the militia could not 
train this year; and if not this 
year, why any year? It is neces- 
sary to suppose that the movers 
want the militia abolished, as that 
is what their policy would amount 
to. They will, of course, have the 
sympathy of the pacifists, and the 
‘‘reds’’—who would like nothing 
better than that the public should 
be left at their mercy by the dis- 
banding of all forces by which 
authority is maintained. Outside 
these minority groups there will 
be little sympathy with the idea, 
anxious as most people are that 
Parliamené should cut expendi- 
ture. Reduced taxation is desir- 
able to the point of being an ur- 
gent necessity, but not at the 
price of public safety. And the 
disablement of the militia would 
be a long step toward abolishing 
the safeguards. of life and pro- 
perty. Thanks to its position, 
and to the kind of neighbor it has, 
Canada has not often needed the 
militia for military purposes. But 
it has upon occasion had to use 
troops to enforce law, restore 
order, preserve peace, quell revol- 
utionary tendencies, and protect 
the public; and there is quite 
enough radicalism running loose 
around the country to guarantee 
that it will have to do so again. 
When troops are needed, whether 
for preserving the peace at home 
or for resisting foreign invasion, 
they must be available immediate- 
ly, equipped and drilled, or the 
situation cannot be met. The 
United States has quite as little to 
fear in the way of foreign in- 
vasion as Canada, but the United 
States maintains a fairly respect- 
able standing army, and a militia 
system beside. If the great re- 
public cannot afford to leave its 
citizens at the mercy of revolu- 
tionaries, certainly the Dominion 
cannot. With the militia dis- 
banded Canada would have not 
only its own malcontents to reck- 
on with but also an overflow of 
enemies of order from the adjoin- 
ing country. Precisely the more 
anxious the ‘‘reds’’ are that the 
militia be starved, the more resol- 
ute the public should become that 
the force be maintained and kept 
strictly up to the mark in the mat- 
ters of equipment and training. 

Nor is it to be forgotten that 
when the recen’. war came Canada 
found in the militia thousands of 
men who, because of the moderate 
amount of drill they had received, 
were able to more readily qualify 
for service oversea. The militia 
was a ready prepared field for re- 
cruiting, and it supplied a goodly 
share of the men who got into the 
fighting line when men were most 
needed there. The trend of world 
politics does not suggest that 
Canada can count with assurance 
that it will not again have to 
make the choice between standing 
with the other British dominions 
in defence of their common rights, 
ideals and interests, or of funking. 
When that time come it will not 
be thought that the money spent 
in keaping the militia alive, and 
in giving at least a minimum 
amount of military training to suc- 
cessive thousands of young Cana- 
diana, has been money wasted. 

One thing the militia system 
does that would justify the ex- 
pense if there were no other re- 
turn for the money. It serves to 
bring home to thousands of the 
young men of the country every 
year in a personal way the fact 
that the blessings of civil liberty 
did not come from Heaven with-

And Make It Snappy. 


Elaborate preparations are be- 
ing made officially for clean-up 
week. The success of the cam- 
paign for cleanliness will, how- 
ever, depend in the last resort on 
the amount of enthusiasm the un- 
official public put into it. Inspec- 
tors can advise and instruct and 
threaten and punish, but they can- 
not issue and enforce enough re- 
gulations to make the city clean 
unless the citizens almost unanim- 
ously, and voluntarily, co-operate 
in spirit and letter. And by the 
way, anyone who feels the impulse 
sooner does not have to wait until 
the prescribed time arrives and 
the official machinery gets itself 
into notion. He can ‘‘hop to it’’ 
with the rake any time he likes. 


The Underlying Condition. 

If the under-nourished children 
attending the city schools are as 
numerous as claimed, that points 
to a condition which cannot be re- 
medied by distributing glasses of 
milk to the under-fed pupils. That 
would meet their needs, but it 
would do nothing to relieve their 
little brothers and sisters at home, 
nor the parents who are unable to 
provide a proper family menu. 
What is needed in such cases is a 
steady job for the father, ' and 
without that there is no way of 
doing more than ameliorate the 
condition of the family. If the 
work which the city had to offer 
to idle men during the winter had 
been reserved to bona fide residents 
of the city who have families to 
support there would be fewer 
under-fed children in the schools. 


The Early Olosing Question. 

The city council declined to in- 
terfere further in the working of 
the early closing bylaw. Council 
has apparently got to the point 
where it heartily wishes that that 
piece of legislation had never been 
heard of. Perhaps the best that 
can be done under such circum- 
stances is to cease pretending to 
do anything, and leave it to the 
merchants and their employees to 
settle what days and hours the 
stores are to be open for business. 
Those who are paying the bills 
have a better understanding than 
council can have of the conditions 
which have to be met by the mer- 
cantile concerns, and what hap- 
pened at Ohristmas suggests that 
under pressure of slack business 
they are likely to do what they 
consider best regardless of what 
the bylaw says.
